We think if parents and guardians would visit our schools 
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oftener and see what was being done, for themselves, they 
would generally feel better satisfied with schools. Oftentimes 
the reports of progress are carried home by the children in a 
careless manner, and wrong reports are circulated, which if 
carefully investigated, would be found to be altogether a dif- 
ferent matter. The teacher comes to us in many cases an en- 
tire stranger, and needs our help and sympathy if they do try to 
do well, and if they are not trying as hard as we think they 
might, sometimes a word of kindly reproof, given in a friendly 
way, will accomplish a good deal and stimulate them to do their 
best. 

Our town needs a High School badly, and we feel sure that 
money spent in that way would never be regretted.
